ACCOMMODATION  IN  THE  HOSPITAL. 


The  Hospital  contains  seven  beds  in  the  Wards  and  two  in 
the  Private  Rooms. 


RULES  OF  ADMISSION. 

1.  — The  endowments  of  the  Hospital  being  quite  insufficient 
to  provide  free  accommodation  for  all  patients, 

(а)  Those  who  absolutely  cannot  afford  to  pay  anything  are 
admitted  free  of  charge. 

(б)  Workpeople  who  contribute  to  a  fund  raised  at  their 
place  of  employment,  are  also  admitted  without  pay¬ 
ment,  but  this  benefit  does  not  extend  to  their  relatives. 

(c)  All  others  are  expected  to  contribute  according  to  their 
means,  and  terms  must  be  arranged  with  the  Hon. 
Secretary  before  admission. 

2.  — Insured  persons  having  no  dependants  shall  pay  over 
their  insurance  money  to  the  Hospital. 

3.  — All  patients  are  admitted  and  discharged  by  their  own 
Doctor  and  they  pay  his  charges  for  attendance  whilst  in  Hospital. 
All  patients  in  Hospital  must  be  under  the  care  of  a  medical 
attendant. 

4.  —  Every  patient  must  bring  towels,  soap,  a  comb  and  a 
change  of  underlinen.

5.  — Visiting  days  are  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  from  3  to  4 
p.m,  and  Sunday  from  2  to  4  p.m.  On  other  days  special 
permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Matron. 

PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

Patients  are  received  at  fees  varying  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  case.  Terms  must  be  arranged  with  the  Hon.  Secretary 
before  admission.

Work  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  In-patients  is  even  higher  than  it  was  in  1927. 
The  cases  ranged  as  usual  from  the  serious  to  the  trivial,  but  the 
increase  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  particular  class  of  case.  Through¬ 
out  the  country  hospital  treatment  is  now  more  frequently 
recommended  than  it  used  to  be.
